BEFORE COMMENCING FORMAL DOCUMENT, POST FEELS OBLIGED TO 
REMIND WCAG THAT BY BEGINNING OF FY79, ALL REPEAT ALL E/C 
OFFICERS CURRENTLY IN HONGKONG WILL HAVE BEEN TRANSFERRED, 
ACCORDING TO PRESENT PERSONNEL SCHEDULES. IT IS THEREFORE 
POSSIBLE THAT BOTH THE TIMING AND NATURE OF SOME OF THE 
CAMPAIGN ACTIONS WOULD BE AFFECTED BY THIS WHOLESALE 
CHANGE OF PERSONNEL. 


2. SECTION I OVERVIEW 

HONG KONG'S ECONOMY SUFFERS FROM THREE FUNDAMENTAL WEAKNESSES: 
(A) VIRTUALLY BEREFT OF NATURAL RESOURCES, MOST MANUFACTURING 
INPUTS ARE SUBJECT TO WORLD PRICE FLUCTUATIONS OVER WHICH HONG 
KONG HAS LITTLE OR NO CONTROL, (B) LIMITED TO ONLY THREE 
INDUSTRIES OF ANY SIGNIFICANCE (TEXTILES AND GARMENTS, PLASTICS, 
INCLUDING TOYS, AND ELECTRONICS) ANY MAJOR DISRUPTION IN ONE 
SERIOUSLY IMPACTS ON OVERALL EMPLOYMENT PATTERNS AND 
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CONSUMPTION AND (C) AS A PRODUCER OF CONSUMER GOODS, HONG 
KONG MUST ALWAYS RIDE THE THIN EDGE OF FASHION TRENDS IN 
TERMS OF THE ATTRACTIVENESS OF ITS PRODUCTS TO IMPORTERS AND 
EQUALLY IMPORTANT, IS LINKED TO THE ECONOMIC ACTIVITY LEVEL 
OF ITS MAIN CUSTOMERS WITHOUT ANY COMMENSURATE ABILITY TO 
ABSORB LOCAL PRODUCTION DOMESTICALLY SHOULD OVERSEAS MARKETS 
WEAKEN. THE TEXTILE AREA CONTINUES TO DOMINATE THE ECONOMY. 
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ACCOUNTING FOR HALF THE LABOR FORCE AND HALF OF ALL EXPORT 
EARNINGS. IN 1977, OVERALL SALES OF FABRICS AND GARMENTS 
WERE DOWN, REFLECTING WEAK CONSUMER DEMAND IN THE EEC. 

DURING THE SAME YEAR, NEW, MORE RESTRICTIVE, QUOTA AGREEMENTS 
WERE SIGNED WITH ALMOST ALL OF HONG KONG'S MAJOR CUSTOMERS 
WHICH WILL SERVE TO LIMIT GROWTH INTO THE EARLY 1980'S. 
PROTECTIONISM HAS THUS FAR BEEN LIMITED TO THE POLITICALLY 
SENSITIVE TEXTILE FIELD, BUT WE NOTE THAT ATTENTION IS BEGINNING 
TO TURN IN MANY COUNTRIES TO CONSUMER ELECTRONICS AND TOYS. 
THESE DEVELOPMENTS SUGGEST THAT THE NEXT FEW YEARS COULD 
POSE DIFFICULTIES FOR HONG KONG. 

3. VERY FINITE IN SIZE, WITH A TOTAL POPULATION OF 4.5 MILLION, THE 
HONG KONG MARKET CAN EASILY SUFFER FROM OVERKILL IN USG 
MARKETING EFFORTS. TOO LARGE AN EXPENDITURE ON PROMOTIONAL 
EFFORTS WILL BE NON-COST-EFFECTIVE. WITH THE EXCEPTION OF 
CONSUMER GOODS, THE TARGET AUDIENCE FOR ANY ONE USDOC 
PROMOTIONAL THEME WILL BE RATHER LIMITED. FOR THAT REASON. 
PROMOTIONAL EFFORTS MUST BE CAREFULLY TARGETED AND 
APPROPRIATELY SCALED TO THE SPECIFIC MARKET SIZE. 

4. ITS ABSORPTIVE LIMITATIONS NOTWITHSTANDING, HONG KONG IS ONE 
OF THE MOST OPEN MARKETS TO U S GOODS AND SERVICES TO BE 
FOUND ANYWHERE IN THE WORLD. IN THIS SENSE, IT IS AN 
EXCELLENT MARKETING LABORATORY, IN THAT GOODS OR SERVICES 
SUCCEED OR FAIL ENTIRELY ON THEIR OWN MERITS, UNHAMPERED BY 
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TARIFFS (ON ANYTHING OTHER THAN ALCOHOL OR TOBACCO PRODUCTS), 
QUOTAS, OR ANY OTHER NON-TARIFF BARRIERS (EXCEPT ON FIREARMS). 

AS USDOC IS AWARE, IT IS A COMMON PRACTISE FOR U S COMPANIES TO 
CHOOSE A "TYPICAL" AMERICAN COMMUNITY FOR TEXT MARKETING OF 
NEW PRODUCTS BEFORE MAKING COMMITMENTS TO LARGE SCALE 
PRODUCTION. HONG KONG IS NOT, OF COURSE, PEROIA, BUT IT IS 
REPRESENTATIVE OF THE RISING INCOME LEVELS OF SOUTHEAST ASIA 
AND, WITH CAREFUL REGARD FOR THE NARROWNESS OF ABSORPTIVE 
LEVELS, COULD WELL SERVE THE SAME FUNCTION FOR POTENTIAL 
EXPORTERS. DURING OUR RESEARCH ON THE TASKFORCE FOOTWEAR 
STUDY (HONG KONG A-2), WE WERE STRUCK BY THE TOTAL LACK OF 
NON-MARKET DISTORTION INVOLVED IN IMPORTS AND SUGGEST THAT 
CONSIDERATION BE GIVEN TO EXPLOITING THIS QUALITY IN TESTING 
OF TRUE MARKET COMPETITIVENESS. ALTHOUGH 
ITS STATUS AS A BRITISH COLONY HAS TRADITIONALLY FAVORED A 
BUY BRITISH ATTITUDE, THAT TRADITION HAS BEEN GREATLY ERODED. 

FOR EXAMPLE, JAPANESE AND 

GERMANY MANUFACTURERS HAVE TAKEN MOST OF THE UNITED KINGDOM'S 
SHARE OF THE LOCAL AUTOMOBILE MARKET). TODAY. TO THE EXTENT 
BRITISH BUSINESSES BASED IN HONG KONG DO BUY BRITISH FOR 1 
ANYTHING OTHER THAN PURELY ECONOMIC REASONS, IT IS USUALLY 
SIMPLY DUE TO GREATER FAMILIARITY WITH BRITISH PRODUCTS. THE 
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SAME IS TRUE OF HONGKONG GOVERNMENT AGENCIES, WHICH IN SOME 
CASES HAVE BEGUN TO SPECIFY U S-MADE EQUIPMENT AFTER SEEING 
IT IN ACTION WHILE ON TRIPS TO THE U S UNDER THE FOREIGN 
BUYERS PROGRAM. INCREASING LOCAL ACTIVITY BY AMERICAN 
ARCHITECTS AND ENGINEERS HAS HAD A BENEFICIAL EFFECT UPON 
AMERICAN EXPORTS BECAUSE, BEING MORE FAMILIAR WITH THEM, THEY 
TEND TO SPECIFY AMERICAN EQUIPMENT AND MATERIALS. SHOESMITH
